Entire Industry Close 
To All-Time Record 


EW YORK, March 8.— 
Passenger car and 
truck production for the en- 
tire industry in the United 
States and Canada in Febru- 
ary, 1929, exceeded the out- 
put for the same month in any 
previous year, according to 
figures announced today by 
the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The output last month was esti- 
mated by the chamber as 490,000 


units. This compares with final 
ta of 336,000 for hms 
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month, Srodtictiell in ante, y 
having been 421,948 units, of which 
55,874 were trucks. 

The N. A. C. C. estimate for Feb- 
ruary of this year places it on rec- 
ord as having rolled up next to the 
| largest production for one month in 
the history of the industry. The 
| biggest month’s output was in Au- 
| prod 1928, when 492,543 units were 
produced. 

Estimated production by members 
only of the N, A. C. C. in February, 
1929, was placed at 342,344 by Pres- 
ident Alvan Macauley. The higher 
figure includes car and truck manu- 
facturers of the entire industry.

OME years ago the late Col. Charles Clifton, beloved 

pioneer of automotive activity, president of the N. A. 
Cc. C. and guider of the destinies of the Pierce-Arrow 
organization, was reminiscing briefly in an after-dinner 
speech. He recalled that one afternoon, in 1905 or 1906, he 
was sitting in a sunny window in the Union League Club in 
New York, watching the busy traffic of 5th Avenue. Occa- 
sionally, in the stream of horse-drawn vehicles, a lonely 
motor car passed and Col. Clifton proudly counted them. It 
was dusk before he dragged himself away from his fas- 
cinated watching for motor oasis among the equine army, 
and as he rose from the chair he remarked to his companion: 
“By Jove, Bob, it’s here; it’s come. I counted twenty-seven 
motor cars passing this window this afternoon. The motor 
age has dawned.” 

It was just a few years later, 1912, to be exact, when 
those of us who were concerned in the business of automo- 
tive journalism, began wondering whether “this year we 
were not going to reach the million mark.” We did not 
quite make it. The total registrations for 1912 were a 
scant 950,000 motor vehicles in use throughout the coun- 
try, but in 1913 we passed that long anticipated million 
mark. 

It seemed a wonderful accomplishment in those days. 
One man in every hundred Americans was the proud pos- 
sessor of a motor vehicle. One family in every twenty-five 
had its own transportation system. It was about this time 
that Benjamin Briscoe made an oft-quoted speech in the

We realized that the term “pleasure car” was a misnomer | 
for a vehicle that enabled us to accomplish so many things 
hitherto considered impossible. At any rate, after the war | 
there was very little talk about “how far this thing could} 

’” Indeed, for a year or so we rather ran ahead of our-

selves. A period of not altogether safe expansion followed. 


But we had learned the lesson that motor transporta- 
tion was not a limited, amusement-bringing industry, but a 
fundamental factor in a broader and more efficient national | 
life. The ideal of a motor vehicle for every family began to 
be given consideration, not as a contribution to pleasure, but 
as a matter of practical efficiency. Today we have nearly 
reached that goal and the idea that most families need more 
than one motor car is rapidly making headway. 

At the present time, foreign countries in Europe, and 
South America, particularly, have reached about the stage 
of automotive development that we enjoyed in 1913. There 
is still a tendency to look on motor transportation as a 
luxury to be taxed and discouraged as such. In spite of | 
obstacles, motoring in other lands is growing. South Amer- 
ica, rich in much the same sense that we are, is accepting 
motor transportation in the same spirit that we do here. 

The point is that, given a fifteen-year period for the 
development of roads, for the spread of the American 
idea of the value of motor transportation, a period repre- 
senting approximately the years between 1913 and the 
present in this country, there will be many nations which 
will be just as heavy consumers of automotive equip- 
ment as we are. Much of this world-wide automotive 
development must depend on the activity of the Ameri- 
can industry.

Thé Elgin Clock Company, which was erroneously referred to in the 
previous article in several places as the Elgin Watch Company, was formed 
in 1923 for the purpose of purchasing watch movements from the Elgin ~ 
National Watch Company for fitting into suitable cases made by the 
Elgin Clock Company and subsequent sale as automobile clocks to cal 
manufacturers. It had no connection with the National Elgin Watch 
Company. 

In November of last year a new company, known as the Van Sicklen 
Corporation, was forced to purchase the entire capital stock of the Elgin 
Clock Company. 

Allied Motor Industries, Inc., is not a new corporation, but merely 
represents a change in name from the original Henney Motor Company, 
which was incorporated under the laws of Delaware in October, 1927. In 
August, 1928, the Henney Motor Company acquired the entire capital stock 
of the Weatherproof Body Corporation, and in October, 1928, it acquired 
200,000 shares, or 66 2-3 per cent. of the outstanding Class B voting stock 
of the Great Lakes Aircraft Corporation. It was then decided to make 
Henney Motor a strictly holding corporation, and the directors voted to 
change the name to Allied Motor Industries, Inc. A new concern, with 
the temporary name of Allied Motor Industries, Inc., was incorporated in 
Delaware, and the name of this corporation was changed to Henney Motor 
Company immediately. This new Henney company then proceeded to 
acquire, through exchange of preferred and capital stock, the plant, prop- 
erty and business at Freeport, leaving the original Henney Motor Com- 
pany strictly a holding corporation, with a new name, Allied Motor Indus- 
tries, Inc. 

The capital stock of Allied Motor Industries, Inc., remains exactly 
the same as when it was known as the Henney Motor Company, except 
that a note issue of $475,000 was redeemed on February 1, 1929. The 
corporation owns the following stocks of its subsidiary company:

Stockholders of the original Henney company have been placed in a 
greatly strengthened position through diversification of interests and in- 
creased earning power. The Weatherproof Body Corporation is operating 
twenty-four hours daily, having big contracts from automobile body manu- 
facturers, in addition to its regular line of truck cabs. An exceptionally 
strong management has been assembled to operate the Great Lakes Air- 
craft Corporation, and volume production is seen in the near future.

NE of the oldest of the steel products companies in the 
automotive industry is the Dayton Steel Foundry Com- 
pany, which was incorporated in October, 1905.

Madison, Wis., March 8.—Mer- 
chandise stored in Wisconsin 
warehouses in the original pack- 
age is exempt from taxation if it 
originated outside the state, but 
subject to tax if it was made in 
Wisconsin.

Albany, N. Y., March 8—An 
analysis of motor vehicle accident 
Statistics compiled by the State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles discloses 
that 2,582 persons were killed, 99,302 
injured during 1928 as a result of 
82,104 motor vehicle accidents. This 
is an increase over 1927 of 160 
fatalities, and an increase of 10,500 
accidents.
